As a preliminary matter, the specification is objected to for the reasons set forth on page 
2 of the present Office Action. Applicants amend the specification, as indicated herein, and 
Applicants believe that these amendments obviate the Examiner's objections to the specification. 

Also, claims 1-5 are objected to for the reasons set forth on page 2 of the Office Action. 
Applicants amend claims 1-5, as indicated herein, and Applicants believe that these amendments 
obviate the Examiner's objections to claims 1-5. 

Claims 1-12 are all the claims pending in the application, claims 10-12 having been 
added as indicated herein. Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that dependent claim 7 
contains allowable subject matter, and would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, and to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Claims 1, 6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second 
paragraph, as allegedly being indefinite. Claims 1, 6, 8, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
as allegedly being anticipated by Carlsen (U.S. Patent No. 5,509,062). Finally, claims 2-5 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Carlsen in view of Wu 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,442,266).

$112, Second Paragraph, Rejections - Claims 1, 6, and 7 

Claims 1, 6, and 7 are rejected for the reasons set forth on page 3 of the present Office 

Action. Applicants amend claims 1 , 6, and 7, as indicated herein, and Applicants believe that 

these amendments overcome these rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. 1 

§ 102(b) Rejections (Carlsen) - Claims 7, 6, and 8-9 

With respect to independent claim 1 , Applicants amend this claim, as indicated herein, 

and submit that Carlsen does not teach or suggest at least, "initiating an operation of collecting 

routing information from the telecommunication system, related to the identification code of the 

callee terminal, after entering said identification code at the caller's terminal. . ." as recited in 

amended claim 1 . That is, Carlsen simply shows that information is collected and stored at 

respective intelligent terminals, and then , later, a number is dialed at an intelligent terminal. See 

claims 1 and 2 of Carlsen. Differently, the present invention states that the operation of 

collecting routing information from the telecommunication system is initiated after entering said 

identification code. At least based on the foregoing, Applicants submit that Carlsen does not 

anticipate the subject matter of claim 1. 

Applicants submit that dependent claims 6, 8 and 9 are patentable at least by virtue of 

their indirect or direct dependencies from independent claim 1 . 



Applicants add new dependent claim 10 to reflect the features removed from rejected claim 6. 
Dependent claim 10 is patentable at least by virtue of its indirect dependency from independent claim 
1.

§ 103(a) Rejections (Carlsen/Wu) - Claims 2-5
